“PROTECT MY BEANS.” 


A Farmer’s Plea—The Razor-Grindcrs and 
Chair-Bottomers Before the Committee. 

WASHINGTON, January 9.—The ways and means 
committee this morning listened again to the 
needs of farmers in the way of protection. The 
growers of beans in central New York asked for 
a duty of fifty cents pePBushel. One bean grower 
was willing to protect sugar or rice, or any indus- 
try in this country, and in return he wanted pro- 
tection for beans. The duty should be made spe- 
cific. Arguments were made in favor of increas- 
ing the-duty on reed and cane for chair bottoms, 
and against increasing or abolishing the duty on 
wood-pulp for paper stock. 

A strong delegation, representing New England 
shoe and leather interests, argued against in- 
creased duty upon **wool de gras,’’ or wool grease, 
used. in dressing ieather. : 

Manufacturers of potato starch wanted the duty 
on dextrine fixed at 3 cents per ponnd. Severe] 
manufacturers of the cheaper grades of buttons 
asked for increased duty on preducts which com- 
pete with theirs. One of these was 

THE OLD MAN’S EXPLANATION,! 

Leopold Moritz, of Philadelphia, who spoke 
very broken English. He told of the depreciation 
of the bone button trade, resulting from foreign 
eompetition. A button cost him to manufacture 
$1.25, and ninety-five cents was pure labor. To ex- 
plain the process of manufacture, witness produced 
a bag fnll of specimens and began by holding up a 
Shin bone, which he said, was the lowest grade 
used; and yet he couid hardly pay forthem. He 
rapidly detailed the various processes in broken 
dialect, and apparently succeeded in establishing 
his claim respecting the cost of producing 
buttons. Hesaidthat when he tried to sell his 
buttons he was told that he must mect the foreign 
rate. That was eighty-five cents. 


“I tell you that made me feel weak,”’ said the: 


witness plaintively, and he went on to tell how he 
was too old to go out and learn a new trade to 
take the place of the one which he had followed 
all his life and must give up unless the conditions 
changed for the better.

On spectacles and eyeglasses, the 
makers would like a duty of fiftyg cents a dozen 
and thirty-five per cent ad valorem. 
The resent duty owas forty-five per 
cent ad valorem, ‘and the change would 
prevent undervaluation as well as ord some 
proteetion against the prison labor ofthe old 
world. Witness roduces samples, and said that 
the medium quality of speetaeles made by himself 
was sold for $1.55 a dozen. <

BRICE IS THE CHOICE 


Of the Demecracy of Ohio as Payne’s 
Successor. 

CoLuMEvs, Ohio, January 9.—The democratic 
caucus for the purpose of selecting a candidate to 
be voted for for United State senator to succeed 
Henry B. Payne, met tonight and nominated Cal- 
S. Brice on the second ballot, giving him fifty- 
three votes out of seventy-three present. The re- 
publican strength in the legislature is seventy- 
one, and the democratic seventy-seven, one having 
died since the election and another is reported 
dving tonight. There were four absentees from 
the caucus. 

The following names were presented: Calvin S. 
brice, Charles W..Baker, John A. McMahon, John 
ii. Thoimas, James E. Neal, Samuel F. Hunt and 
George I, Seney. The first ballot resulted: Brice 
29, Thomas 11, McMahon 14, Baker 6, Hunt 2, Neal

The Opening of Florida’s Great Exhibition 
a Grand Success, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 9.—[Special.J—A 
perfect day dawned for the opening of the Florida 
Sub-Tropical exposition this morning. The tem- 
perature had fallen nearly ten degrees. during the 
hight, and the weather was perfect. The opening 
exercises were to consist of a grand trade display 
parade, with military and civic procession. The 
formal opening of the exposition at the building 
with addresses, and last, an event around 
which popular interest centered more than any 
Other day, the drawing of the sub-tropical 
souvenir prizes. In value these amount to $10,000. 
The number of tickets sold was 20,000, at $1 each. 
The grand prize wasa certified check for 81,000. 
Atan early hour the streets were thronged with 
people, and locomotion was almost impossible in 
the principle thoroughfares.

THE WALLIS FELL. 


A Horrible Accident in srooklyn—Several 
Persons Killed. 

NEw York, January 9.—An appalling disaster 
occurred in Brooklyn this morning. The heavy 
winds of last night shook the new Presbyterian 
church, at 206 Throop avenue to its foundation at 
4:30 this morning. One of the walls fell witha 
crash on a three-story frame building adjoining 
and brought with it death and destruction. The 
ruined. building wwo tememtod hy tha Moet wit 
Purdy families. Five of them are reported dead. 
Two were carried out of the ruins so seriously in- 
jured that their death Is only a question of a few 
hours. The following isa list of those reported 
dead. 

DAVID PURDY, aged fsurteen. 

CAROLINE PURDY, aged sixteen. 

MAY PURDY, aged eighteen. 

MRS. CAROLINE MOTT, aged seventy-five. 

SARAH MOTT, aged forty-five. 

The injured are:- Emma J. Purdy. aged forty; 
Robert Poole, aged thirty-six. 

Dr. Lewis R. Foote is pastor. The tenantsina 
little frame house adjoining were alarmed last 
night by the manner in which the church walls 
shook and rattled. Their own,dwelling was con- 
siderably shaken, and it was with fear and 
trembling that they retired. Twice during the 
night, some of the inmates were aroused by the 
roaring wind, but every one was in bed and 
asleep when the disaster occurred this morning. 
The heavy brick wall of the church 

FELL SUDDENLY WITH A CRASH 
and in a heap that broke through the cockle:shell 
structure adjoining like a battering ram. “Bhe 
dwelling seemed to part in twain and instantly the 
shrieks and groans of the injured startled resi- 
dents for blocks about. The noise of the falling 
walis attracted a policeman and he sent in a fire 
alarm and summoned the reserve from the police- 
station nearat hand. A great crowd gathered, 
gazing blankly atthe ruined dwelling and the 
shattered church. The honse had been torn in 
such a manner that a bedroom was exposed and 
in bed, within plain view of those in the streets, 
lay the dead body of Miss Mary Purdy, borne 
down beneath a mass of debris. The fearful spec- 
tacile seemed to stun those who witnessed it, and 
for a few moments nothing was done to render as- 
sistance to those within. 
THE WORK OF THE RESCUER. ° 

Then the police and firemen arrived, and started 
into the rescuc. They first found Mrs. -Emma 
Purdy lying beneath a muss of timbers and bricks, 
so seriously injured that she cou’? not speak or 
move, even when they had carried her out of the 
house into the street. Robert Poole was next 
found alive. Heis also so seriously injured that 
no hope is entertained of his recovery. As far as 
known at this writing, none of the inmates of the 
house escaped death or injury. The crowd about 
the scene numbers several thousand, and the 
search for bodies is being hurried on. Miss Mary 
Purdy’s body, crushed and mangled ina fearful 
way, was brought out and laid on lhe sidewalk, 
under the blankets in which she slept last night. 
She was beautiful young woman. 


FOURTEEN LIVES LOST. 


By the Collapse of a Caisson in the River at 
Louisville. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., January 9.—A caisson within 
which was being builta pier for the Louisville 
and Jeffersonville bridge, collapsed about 6 o’clock 
this evening, and fourteen workmen in it were 
crushed to death. The men saved are Abe Taylor, 
Lewis Coche and Frank Haddox, all of Hender- 
son, Ky. The last man out of the caisson was 
Frank Haddox. He was barely saved by Murray, 
who dragged him from where he was caught 
waist deep in the quieksand. Taylor says he stood 
nearest the iron ladder by which they got in and 
out of the caisson. He heard a rumbling and there 
was arush of air almost at the same instant. He 
won tg upon the prongs of the ladder, followed 
xy the other men. They lad hardly got clear of 
the caisson when the water burst through the 
manhole in surges, Knocking them all into the 
river, where they were picked up.

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THEY ARE OUT ON BOND. 


Dr. Kniffen and Miss Purcell Released from 
Prison. 

TRENTON, N. J." January 9.—Dr. Arthur S. 
Kniffen and Miss Purcell, who were arrested last 
night on the charge of murdering Myra Kniffen, 
the doctor's wife, were released tonight on a writ 
of habeas corpus issued by Chief Justice Beasley. 
Counsel for the defense, undaunted by his refusal 
to grant the writ last night, made another argu- 

ent before him at 4 o’clock this afternoon. At 6 
o’clock his appeal was granted, and the prisoners 
were at once notified ‘of their good fortune. At7 
o’clock the two prisoners were taken from the back 
entrance of the jail yard and driven to the resi- 
dence of the chief justice, where some fifty promi- 
nent citizens had assembled to go on their bonds. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock the chief justice stated 
that he thought the case a proper one, and that 
the prisoners should be released on bail. He said 
that the prosecutor had been notified of the pro- 
ceedings, and if he had any good reason to present 
why such an action should not prevail, he would 
immediately have been present to state it. He 
then said that the bail wou!d be $2,000 in each case, 
aml the bonds were signed immediately, 
twenty-eight citizens signing for Dr. Kniffen, and 
fourteen for Miss Purcell. All of the signers are 
well known and influential citizens. Releases 
were then made out and signed by the chief justice, 
and after receiving the congratulations of counsel 
and friends, the doctor and Miss Purcell were 
driven to the Kniffen residence, on Broad street.To- 
morrow Miss Purcell will go to her former home in 
Broadway, in Warren county, and Dr. Kniffen will 
spend the intervening time between now and the 
opening of court with his brother-in-law in New 
Brunswick.

TWO RASCALLY NEGROES 


Who Abuse the Trust Placed in Them by 
Their Fellows. 

RALEIGH, N. C., January 9.—[Special.}—Some 
weeks ago the negroes of Edgercomb county sent 
one of their number named Gray Tyson, to Arkan- 
Sas, to see how suitble that country was for emi- 
grants. They had much confidence in Tyson, but 
the latter has sadly abused it. 

On his return he informed thé credulous ne- 
groes that there was an immense demand 
for labor in Arkansas and that the an- 
thorities of that state would send special 
trains to North Carolina after the negroes, which 
would transport them free. He further said that 
all those who wished to go must give him their 
names, with a registration fee of fifty cents. Four 
thousand negroes are said to have registered and 
paid their money. Gray was aided in his rascally 
echeme by his uncle, John Tyson. They informed 
the negroes that the trains would arrive at Tar- 
boro on the Ist of January. No trains came, and 
when the negroes became suspicious they founil 

THE TYSONS HAD FLED. 

The matter is creating a great stir, and the de- 
luded darkies would probably kill the swindlers 
if they found them. Many negroes had sold all 
their property, and made ready for departure. 
Some of them wrote Governor James P. Eagle, of 
Arkansas, whose reply is as follows: 

“Gray and John Tyson have made false repre- 
sentations to your people regarding their free 
transportation to this state. Evidently you 
are the victims of delusion. The state of Arkansas 
does not, nor has she proposed to send trains to 
North Carolina. The legislature has made no ap- 
propriation of money for such purpose. No trains 
will be sent, rest assured of that. If through the 
false representation of the Tysons, or any others, 
you have been induced to sell your property, I am 
sorry that you have been thus deluded. Make 
these facts known to your people.”

PROPER THING. 


BRITISH WAR VESSELS AT ZANZIBAR 


The Fleet Has Orders to Sail Today, but the 
Destination Is Kept a Secret—Other 
Foreign News of Interest. 


Lonpon, January 9.—The Times has ascer- 
tained that the order of the Portuguese 
authorities forbidding British steamers to re- 
ceive at Quillimane, letters from the vica- 
consul and other British subjects was issued 
September 10th, a month after Mr. Johnston, 
British consul at Mozambique, had reached 
Shire river. The Times says the order was 
probably issued with the direct view of delay- 
ing Mr. Johnston’s dispatches. The Chronicle’s 
correspondent at Rome says that Portugal 
suggested that the pope should act as arbi- 
trator in disputes between herself anil 
England, but that England refused point 
blank to accept an arbitration. 


EXCITEMENT IN ZANZIBAR. 

ZANZIBAR, January 9.—The largest fleet of 
British warships ever assembled in these 
waters is now here, and other men-of-war of 
the same nationality are constantly arriving. 
The excitement occasioned by the presence of 
the fleet is intense, and speculation is rife con- 
cerning the object of the gathering of the war 
vessels. 

WILL SAIL TODAY. . 

Lonpon, January 9.—It is reported from 
Zanzibar that Rear Admiral Freemantle’s 
squadron will sail tomorrow for a secret desti- 
nation. The Boodica, the flagship, is held 
ready to sail at a moment's notice. Free 
mantie’s squadron consists of fifteen un- 
armored steam cruisers, of which the Boodica 
and Garnet each carry fourteen guns, the Tur- 
quoise, twelve guns; the Mariner, eight guns; 
the Reindeer, Kingfisher, Pigeon and Cossack 
each six guns; the Algerine and Griffin each 
four guns, and the Ranger three guns. The 
Sphinx is a side-wheeler, and carries seven 
guns. 

LONDON, January 10.—The Standard’s Lisbon 
correspondent writes that Senor Gomes, the 
Portuguese foreign minister, agrees to so much of 
England’s demand as requires the suspension of 
all action on Shire river, and in Nyassaland the 
withdrawal of armed forces from the territory in 
dispute. In the event of the failure of negotia- 
tions, Portugal will appeal to the good offices of 
the great powers. 

LONDON, January 9.—The British minister at 
Lisbon has telegraphed the reply of Senor Gomez, 
Portuguese minister of foreign affairs, to the last 
note of Lord Salisbury, in regard to affairs in 
Africa. “The reply concludes with an expression 
of hope that the assurances in the note will prove 
Satisfactory tothe British government.

inds of goods belonging to our city and country 
merchants, who have been begging for and 
swearing about them for a week. In this lot there 
are one or two car loads of flour, the sacks torn to 
pieces and contents scattered among other goods 
and over the floor, which is covered nearly an inch 
deep in mud. Besides these goods there are thir- 
teen car leads of merchandise standing on the 
track waiting to be unloaded, and others accumu- 
lating daily. Some of these are perishable goods 
and will be lost. Our merchants have demanded 
their goods time and again, but 
all in . vain. Many of these goods. 
were shipped, from not distant. points, from the 
middle to last of December. Our railroad agent 
seems to be helpless in the matter. He has applied 
to headquarters for assistance several times, and 
threatens to resign if his request is not eomplied 
with, but all to no purpose. 

If this state of ‘nffairs continues many days 
longer, our merchants will institute claims for 
damages, and it will no doubt cost the Central no 
small amount. 

Dawson wants and is entitled to a larger and 
better depot, an experienced and competent 
agent; with plenty of efficient help to handle a 
very large aiount of freight. :

A SHORT FRUIT YEAR. 


The Mild Weather Certain to Cut Off the 
Fruit Next Summer. 

GRIFFIN, Ga., January 9.—[Special .]— 
‘‘There will be no fruit this year.’”’ This was 
a reply given by Mr. David Wing to your cor- 
respondent when asked what effect this 
weather would have on the fruit crop. ‘‘My 
reason for saying so,’’ Mr. Wing continued, 
‘Sis that this weather is universal. I have let- 
ters from my brother in Kansas, and friends 
from many of the northern cities, who report 
very warm weather, and if it continues many 
days longer, the buds will be so far sprung that 
the winds in March will chill and destroy the 
germ of the fruit. At this stage of the season 
it will be too late for the trees to take on new 
blooms and make fruit.’”’ Mr. Wing may be 
considered good authority on the subject of 
fruit, he having studied it very closely for 
years. Speaking of the warm weather, a 
prominent planter, who has tired of feeding 
his hogs, said a few days ago that he would 
have to kill his meat and cure it withice. If 
this plan were generally adopted, it would 
prove a bonanza for the ice factories, as but 
little meat has been killed in this section.

Ifa con- 
tract for alonger space of time is illegal, yet 
where the water and gas companies have com- 
plied with their part of the same, by erecting 
their plants at great expensé in order to fur- 
nish the city with gas and water, and the city 
has received the benefits thereof for a year, it 
should pay for the gas and water consumed 
and used during that time. 

(a) If the mayor and council have illegally 
exempted the waterworks company from tax- 
ation and refused to levy a tax on its property, 
they may be compelled to do so by manda- 
mus.

NEW BIDS REQUESTED. 
The Governor Decides the Okefenokee Mud- 
dle, and Will.Advertise Again. 

Governor Gordon decided yesterday to adver- 
tiss the sale of the Okefenokee swamp for another 
sixty days. Bids will therefore be received until 
the morning of March the 22d, when they will be 
opened in public, and the swamp, together with 
the charter of the Suwanee Canal company wiil be 
given to the highest bidder. 

Vigorous efforts were made by the original in- 
corporators of the canal ompany, who were to 
receive the land and the/other benefits for twelve 
and one-half cents an acre, to have the four bids 
received already, opened immediately, and it was 
not until 1 o’clock yesterday that the governor an- 
nounced bis decision. 

On Wednesday afternoon the governor tele- 
graphed Attorney-General Anderson to be in At- 
lanta Saturday and hear what the different people 
interested had to say. It was represented to him 
during the eyening, however, that several gentle- 
ney from other states would be greatly inconven- 
ienced by the delay, and he therefore sent another 
dispatch requesting General Anderson’s presence 
immediately. 

It was 10 o’clock yesterday when the governor 
and the attorney-general began hearing the case. 
The arguments used on both sides were kept 
secret, but the result was mani- 
fested, for as soon as the meeting 
adjourned, Governor Gordon ordered anew adver- 
tisement prepared. This, when completed, was 
submitted to Attorney-General Anderson for re- 
vision, and when it left his hands all the legal re- 
quirements had been so thoroughly complied with 
that without fail the bids will be opened on Sat- 
urday morning, March the 22d, at 10 o’clock. In 
the meantime all the gentlemen who have made 
bids may either let them remain or they have the 
right to withdraw them, and within the legal time

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[ASSOCIATED CHARITY. 


THE NON-SECTARIAN SOCIETY TO 
HELP THE POOR. 


A Scheme Which Will Assist All Those Who 
Should Be Helped and Will Provide 
for Those Who Can Labor. 


The work of organizing the Associated 
Charities society is being pushed forward rap- 
idly by Rey. J. Woods Pogue, the chairman 
of the committee, who was appointed to bring 
the new organization to the attention of the 
thayor and city council and through them to 
place the scheme before the public. ee 

Mr. Pogue was an active worker in a similar 
society in Cincinnati for several years, and 
during the great floods of 1884, when thousands 
were suffering from actual starvation, he had 
charge of one entire section of the city. The 
experience Mr. Pogue then gained, he is now 
making use of, and the plan for the working 
of the society, which he has drawn up, and 
which has been accepted, is based on the 
formation of the Cincinnati organization. 

“The need of such an association is more 
urgent in Atlanta than is generally supposed,” 
said Mr. Pogue, yesterday. “I believe the 
plan proposed is the best by which discrimi- 
nate charity can be administered, and the 
schemes of unworthy applicants exposed.”’ 

The plan adopted provides that the associa- 
tion will include within the bounds of its work 
the whole city of Atlanta and all other charity 
organizations are invited to co-orperate with 
this general organization. The association 
will be non-sectarian and non-denominational 
in all its work. 

The officers of this association, the plan pro- 
vides, shall be president, vice-president, treas- 
urer and administrative secretary. 

These officers shall be elected annually. 
The elections shall be a-popular one. The 
duties of the first three of these officers shall 
be ‘those usually devolving upon president, 
vice-president and treasurers in all organiza- 
tions. 

The fduty of the administrative secretary 
shall be: ; 

1. To give personal examination to all cases 
of need brought to his attention and to supply 
such charity as the case shall seem to demand. 
2. To provide employment as far as possi- 
ble for those who may be able to labor. The 
aim in each case being to relieve immediate 
want, and to encourage personal exertion for 
the supply of their future needs. 

3. Tokeep a complete record of all the 
facts in the case8 coming under his care and 
make full report of same at the mecting of the 
oflicers and at the general meeting of the asso- 
ciation. 

Membership in the association shall be se- 
cured by the annual payment of one dollar. 
Members may, of course, contribute beyond 
this such amount of food, clothing, fuel, ete., 
as they may see proper. 

The plan submitted provides for the follow- 
ing: 

COMMITTEES. 

Labor Committee—Shall consist of five men 
and five women, whose duty it shall be: (1) 
‘To encourage all employers of legitimate labor 
to communicate with the association concern- 
ing all vacancies to be supplied. (2) To keep 
a correctéd list of all places open for employes. 
(3) To proyide work as faras possible for all 
persons under Care of the association. 

Soliciting Committee.—This committee shall 
consist of fiye ladies for each district of the 
city, according as. it may seem proper and wise 
to divide the city into sections. Their duty 
shall be to systematically solicit supplies of 
money, food, fuel, clothing, ete., in their sev- 
eral districts, and to report same in writing to 
the administrative secretary, and turn over 
such supplies to his control. 

Advisory Committee.—This committee shalt 
consist of seven gentlemen, whose duty shall 
be to meet with the oflicers each month and 
consult with them as to present needs and 
future work. These several committees shall 
be.appointed by the president. No officer nor 
member of committee shall be paid except the 
administrative secretary. 

‘*These plans,’’ said Mr. Pogue, “Shave been 
submitted to the mayor and the city council, 
and we have no douvt that as seul AS Tiley ace 
able to give their attention to the matter, they 
will lend us all the aid in their power. It is 
true that there are now many plans for the 
public benefit being agitated, but all we ask 
for membership to our society is one dollar a 
vear,and any man can afford that much to help 
their fellow-beings.’’

Péople are always glad to shift responsi-_ 


bility and shirk unpleasant duties, 

The growth of the state has dwarfed the 
very foundation of the state—the family. 
In the good old times when the average 
American considered himself an all-round 
man, able to take care of himself: and lick 
anything in sight, every family had a_ head. 
In those days the head of the family made 
He taught his youngsters 
morals and manners at the fireside, and kept 
his eyes wide open. Now it is different. 
The nominal head of ‘the family looks to the 
state to keep his boys from carrying pistols, 
playing cards, buying cigarettes and whisky, 
and he expects them to get all their morals 
and deportment from churches and public 
schools. 

‘The new system is not working well. The 
state. the church and the public school can- 
not entirely take the place of the old- 
fashioned daddy who held himself responsible 
for his children, taught them what was 
right, and wore them out with a_ hickory 
when they went wrong. 

Vhat is wanted is not so much outside 
law, but more law and order in the family. 
Men are made or marred at the fireside. No 
artificial daddy with a parcel of statutes, 
formal-flubdub and text-books can take the 
vlace of the natural daddy with his love and 
When a 
man makes the right kind of laws for his 
own family and executes them, he need not 
bother himself about state laws and courts. 
His boys will never need the legislature, a 
bench of judges, and a sheriff's posse to 
keep them straight. 


Sam Jones on the Weather. 

In a recent sermon in New Orleans the 
Rey. Sam Jones waked up his congregation. 

The evangelist in his discourse predicted 
an awful disaster, and his words were re- 
ceived in solemn silence by the large assem- 
bly. The Picayune reports the incident as 
follows: 

“TI am not an alarmist,” he declared, “but do you 
know what this weather portends? Do you 
know that before the ist of next August 50,000 of 
the inhabitants of this town may be slumbering in 
their graves? There are many evil cities in the 
United States, but that has nothing to do with 
this. You have forced it upon Christ. You let

will have to hide out or the burials will be by the 
ten thousands. You say: ‘Mr. Jones, what do you 
know about it?? Iknow the year 189 is going to 
be an — voor, and seme ¢hingw bheve SUNT 
gust as farastheycango. There may be thousands 
out of this meeting who will never see the Ist of 


next July.” 

Mr. Jones then went on to quote from the 
Scriptures that God affirms who has been often 
warned but hearkeneth not shall be suddeMy 
destroyed, and said that God would laugh at their 
calamity and fear. . 

All this simply means that Mr. Jones is a 
firm believer in the old saying that ‘‘a green 
Christmas makes a fat-churchyard.’’ He 
may be right. Epidemics have followed just 
such weather. But he may be wrong. We 
have had warm winters without any disas- 
trous consequences. The fact is, nobody 


knows anything about it. 


e The Brooklyn Disaster. , 

In the shadow of the walls of a stately 
church the dwellers in a happy home were 
peacefully sleeping. 

The night was dark and blustering. The 
winds roared over the chimney tops, and 
whistled around the corners, and sung 
through the telephone wires. 

More than once the sleepers turned over, 
and listened for a moment to the tempest 
outside, Then they smiled and slumbered 
again. How could the furious gale harm 
them in their nest under the wing of that 
towering temple with its steeple pointing. 
heavenward?? . 

But sham architects and robber contractors 
had done their worst with the big church. 
The storm made the steeple totter. The 
walls rocked to their foundations, and with 
a thunderous crash the end came at _ last. 
When the roar died away, and the cloud of 
dust lifted, the people who hurried to the 
scene saw the wreck of a beautiful home, 
and tangled in the debris they saw the quiv- 
ering bodies of dead and wounded women 
and children. 

Somebody is responsible for this horrible 
calamity. People have no right to erect tall 
buildings that will not stand an ordinary 
January gale. The men who are to blame 
for the Brooklyn disaster should be hunted 
down and punished. 


Give the North Light. 

The Boston Advertiser, which is, on oc- 
easion, a very clever newspaper, has en- 
Jarged views about the race problem in the 
south.

Simply that the intel- 
ligent people of that section would treat the 
trouble here as something for which the 
whole country is responsible. Almost with 
his latest breath, Mr. Grady pleaded for 
sympathy and justice for the southern 
whites, in order that sympathy and justice

@nd the generous applause with which this 
appeal was received was convincing evidence

to the proper disposition of this question. 
But there were flies buzzing around when 
Appolo died, and we need not hope to escape 
the sound of their wings in this day and 
generation, They are buzzing around every- 
thing, the clean as well as the unclean, and 
wherever there isa smell of politics, there 
they settle. The negro problem is supposed 
to be a very live question, but the repub- 
lican flies are swarming over it to such an 
extent as to hide the rea] character of it. 
The Boston Advertiser, for instance, with 
probably every intention of fairness, com- 


pares the situation in the south to the con- 


tact between natives and foreigners at the 
north, and if there is really any serious view 
of this kind, it isa matter for which the 
professional politicians must be held re- 
sponsible. They were responsible for the 
horrible measures and outrages of the recon- 
struction period, and they can well afford to 
be held responsible for any other variety of 
political convulsion and confusion. | 

But the great point to be considered is 
this: Ifthe southern situation, whatever 
it is, is worth discussion, it is worth investi- 
gation. In this direction, why isn’t it com- 
petent for the northern newspapers, with all 
their enterprise and resources, to get the 
views of the thousands of northern men who 
at this moment have their homes in the 
south? 

If the northern newspapers want their 
readers to have light on the negro problem, 
why not let them have it fairly and squarely.

In addition to this (as you will see by the 
inclosed letter) I am advised by my physician to 
observé absolute quiet for atime. With these 
facts before you, and such additional reasons as I 
may verbally state, I ask that you accept my res- 
ignation as president of the exchange, and also as 
a member of the board, to take effect on the 20th 
of January of this year, and in asking this I desire 
to thank you, as well as the trustee stockholders, 
for their many expressions of confidence and ap- 
proval, and to assure you of my highest regards 
and consideration.

LETTLERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Artesian Well. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION :—The board of health 
have condemned the artesian well greatly to the 
regret of many hundreds of citizens. 

Their analysis shows the water so impure as to 
be totally unfit for use. Now, where does this im- 
purity come from? ) 

It was not there when the well was new; besides 
we find it is constantly accumulating and growing 
worse. Itis perfectly evident that it comes from 
the surface. ‘ 

Is there any remedy? Yes, a perfect and very 
simpie one. It is a well-known fact that in drill- 
ing such wells, veins of water are struck all the 
way from eighty to three hundred feet from 
the surface. In our own well these veins 
were quite numerous, but after reaching a depth 
of about 400 feet, solid rock was found, and for 
about 70 feet there was nota crevice or crack 
until the big water vein, from which our supply 
comes, was struck. Now, the water from all those 
upper crevices and veins, is allowed to fiow into 
the well, and how canits purity be maintained? 
It would be absurd to expect it..Now for the 
“remedy.” Sink a “casing” outside of the regular 
piping, toa depth that will go below all these 
upper crevices, say 500 feet. On the lower 
end of this casing put a “packing” areund the 
outside, so constructed that the pressure of water 
above it will only make it tighter. Pump out the 
water now in the well,and then you have it—clear, 
—_ Sparkling, _health-giving water, protected 

yy 700 feet of solid rock, and rendering all con- 

tamination impossible. If the well is too small 
for both tubing and casing, put the packing on 
the lower end of the tubing. 

Thisisno mere notion orexperiment. It has 
been tried in huudreds of cases and never known 
to fail. It will cost a few hundred dollars 
and save to Atlanta the thousands that it is-now 
proposed to throw away. 

The remedy is cheap, safe and easily applied.

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MADE BY THE FARMERS 


JUDGE HENDERSON’S REPORT ON 
THE YEAR’S WORK. 


Where the Crops Were Good and Where 
They Failed—The General Average Ex- 
cellent—What Every Farmer Needs Most. 


The supplemental report for 1889, of which a 
gummary was givenin yesterday’s ConsTITU- 
TION, is now in the hands of the commissioner 
of agriculture for distribution. The exact fig- 
ures given by it of the staple products are: 

Cotton—The yield in comparison with an 
average crop is, in north Georgia, 70; in mid- 
dle Georgia, 95; in southwest Georgia, 96; in 
east Georgia, 94; in southeast Georgia, 87; and 
in the whole state 58. 

The acreage yield per acre in north Georgia 
is 150 pounds lint cotton; in middle Georgia, 
79; in southwest Georgia, 149; in east Geor- 
gia, 159; in southeast Georgia, 168; and for the 
state 161. 

The average price of cotton on December 15 
was, in north Georgia, 9.34; middle Georgia, 
9.2; southwest Georgia, 9.50; east Georgia, 
925; southeast Georgia, 9.12; for the state, 
9.29, 
The fall was unusually fine for picking the 
cotton. In north Georgia the yield. is much 
below the average, due to exéessive rains Im 
July and August and to an early frost. In 
some localities the crop was badly damaged by 
caterpillars. 

Corn.—All- sections report excellent corn 
crops, the average for the state being 103, 
Oats average. for the state 80. Wheat, 85. 
Sugarcane syrup, 94. Sorghum, 96. tice, 91. 
Sweet potatoes, S54. Field peas, 84. Ground- 
peas, 2. Clover hay, 96. Other hay, 101.

It cannot be 
successfully denied that the organization known 
as the Farmers’ Alliance has been largely, if not 
entirely, instrumental in effecting this much 
necded reformation. 

It is claimed by many, myself among the num- 
ber, that to that organization is mainly due the re- 
numerative prices that have obtained for their pe- 
culiar staple throughout the entire season. Too 
much praise cannat be bestowed upon the wise 
counsels that have pervaded that brotherhood 
from the date of itsintroduction into our midst 
down to this, the Jast month of the expiring year.

ADVICE TO THE FARMERS, 

Having provided themselves with well selected 
gqarieties of oats, the farmer should begin without 
delay to seed down his land. Do not fear the sea- 
sons. In the experience of many the most success- 
ful oat crops ever made have been when the 
plowiman ran his first furrow after Christmas. It 
is surely true from the capital of your state to the 
seaboard. This is said on the presumption that 
they have not been sown in the previous fall. Try 
it and be convinced, but put theminas deep as 
can be done withan ordinary turning plow. Very 
few farmers now in [Georgia but have 
a surplus of arable lands, What 
should be done with it? Nothing. can be 
imagined that will more rapidly resusitate tired 
and exhausted lands, than the peavine. Have you, 
poorly paid farmer at best, supplied yourself with 
the necessary quantity of seed peas, with which to 
seed downland bath rest and enrich your tired 
Jands? If you have not the seed, lose no time to 
buy, if you have the money, if you haven't got 
them, and if you can neither buy or beg,(it may be 
going too far to say steal), but anyway, never be 
caught without them again. They answera two- 
fold purpose; first they are splendid for pro- 
vender; next they enrich the land. For heaven’s 
gake if youarea farmer and without peas, get 
them, get them without delay. Begin the work 
of soil recuperation. The pea vine is to the sonth 
what clover is to Kentucky. It is not only food 
for nan and beast, but is food for your famished 
lands. 

This is said now, because it will be May before 
the next bulletin is issued, which is about the 
month for the planting of peas. In the olden | 
times the red ripper and the clay were the prefer- 
red variety. They are good still. Recently a pea 
called the “unknown” is admitted everywhere and 
by almost everybody to be one of the best of all 
the varieties, but if you cannot get any of these 
take the whippoorwill, take anything, but get the 
peas, andseed down and rest your overworked 
and :famished fields. If course all undulating 
fields, if not already, should be speedily terraced.

The Macon and Brunswick. 

“Talking about a through sleeping car service 
over the Georgia, Southern and Florida, from At- 
lanta,’’ remarked arailroad man yesterday, “re- 
minds me that the Georgia Southern and Florida 
will soon be independent in that respect both of 
the Central and of the East Tennessee. 

“That will be brought about,” he explained, 
“by the building of the Macon and Birmingham. 
The northwesterly route of that road cuts the 
Atlanta and Florida at Yatesville, seventy miles 
from Atlantie. 
three miles of the road, the Macon and Birming- 
hain, has been let, and they are working now in 
both.directions from Yatesville. As soon as the 
road is in running order between Yatesville and 
Macon the new route to Florida is complete. 

“You go from Atlanta to Yatesville over the 
Atlantic and Florida, then over the Macon and 

srunswick to Macon, and on down over the Geor- 
riaand Florida. The distance from Atlanta to 
Macon by way of Yatesville is 104 miles. The 
through sleepers will be _— on doubtless just as 
soon as the Macon and Brunswick is completed 
aay : Macon to Yatesville, and that won’t be 
ong.’

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern. 

oy. don’t believe,” said a Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern man, “that the people of Atlanta appre- 
clate what a big thing this coming of the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern will befor thetown. Make 
a Straight line from Norfolk to Atlanta and you 
have the idea better. Norfolk, Raleigh, Hamlet, 
Monroe, and then the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern proper, from Monroe, Chester, Elberton 
and Athens, to Atlanta. That makes a great trunk 
line from Atlanta to Norfolk, the greatest port 
along that section of the coast. 

“The making of a through connection from At- 
lanta to New Orleans would put Atlanta about 
half way between Norfolk and New Orleans, a port 
on the ocean anda porton the gulf. The water 
transportation. between those points is a check on 
the rates by rail. And the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern will soon be here.” 

The Port Royal Situation. 

The many-times-revived plan for an air-line be- 
tween Atlanta and Port Royal gives Atlanta bus- 
inesS people generally an interest in Port Royal 
transportation matters. 

The withdrawal of the Mallorv line of steam- 
Ships trom Port Roval is a considerable factor in 
this connection. The change hurts Port Royal, 
helps Brunswick, and it cripples Augusta and the 
Augusta and Port Royal road. 

it was charged by Augusta people that all this 
was the work of the Central, and General Alexan- 
der has this to say concerning the charge: 

“It is wholly untrue. To the contrary, a special 
messenger was sent to New York to endeavor to 
persuade the Mailorys to continue the service, and 
even to offer a larger division of through freight 
earnings, or any inducement whi¢gh could be asked 
by any reasonable person. \ 

“The only condition upon which the Mallorys 
would consent to consider the question of con- 
tinuing the service was that the Port Royal road 
should guarantee a larger profit to the line than it 
had in prospect at Brunswick, and the latter 
being a larger city with a larger back country 
tributary to it, it was, of course, simply impossi- 
ble on the part of the railroad to give any such a 
guarantee. It would have been financial suicide 
to have done so, 

The Columbus Southern, 

Here’s how it stands. 

- Schedule trains are run to Richland, thirty-nine 
miles from Columbus. The tracks are laid to Wes- 
ten, eleven miles further on. The headquarter 
camp is nine iniles from Dawson. The road is 
being built at the rate of one and one-eighth 
miles a day, 600 men a't work in the construction 
force, fifty-six pound steel rails. 

The road witl be complete to Dawson within ten 

days, andis going on at once from Dawson to 
Albany. Gencral Manager Parrott is responsible 
for this latter statement. The road will be com- 
p'eted to Albany before the first of April. 
_ There are now on the road, its own property, 
five engines—two passenger and three freight— 
and six passenger coaches, with three more 
coaches nearly complete in the shops. Two iron 
bridges have been built, one over Bull creek and 
the other over Upatoi creek. The timber is ready 
for the depots at Cusseta and Weston, and the 
places are ready for the pet at Richland.

“4 TERRIBLE DEATH. 


GIDEON HARRISON, A CAR COUPLER, 
CRUSHED UNDER THE WHEELS.

Stopping to Pick Up a Coupling Pin, a Passen- 
ger Coach Is Backed Against Him, and 
He Is Frightfully Mangled. 

Gideon Harrison, a car coupler, met with a 
terrible death yesterday. 

About 12:20°0’clock, he was at the Mitchell 
street crossing, and stopped for a minute for a 
playful tussle with a friend. 

Turning away he started down the main 
track toward the round-house. The passenger 
train, due from Macon at 11:45, had arrived, 
and Engineer Hancock, with a switch engine, 
was backing it into the yards. 

Suddenly there was a cry, and a negro ran 
ap to one of the yardmen, and said: 

“There’s aman killed!” 

The young white man, with whom Harrison 
had been playing a few minutes before, caught 
sight of his companion and signalled the train 
to stop. He then ran to the spot and saw that 
it was Harrison. 

HIS ARMS HAD BREN RAISED 

in the last agonizing effort to save himeelf, 

and they were sinking slowly by his mangled 

body as the last sparks of life died out. 

The first coach and half the second had 
passed over the body, which was lying doubled 
up on the track, the left leg frightfully 
mangled and the body cut half in two at the 
hips. 

The men pulled the body from underneath 
the cars, and the train moved on. An ex- 
amination of the track indicated that he had 
stepped on the track to pick up a corpling- 
pin. Just as he stooped down the car struck 
him, and he tried to fling himself out 
of the way of the wheels, but his 
left foot was caught in the angle 
between the rail and the tie. 

HE WAS TOO LATE, 

and the wheel tore off his Jeft shoe heel, 

passed onsthroug h the leg, crushing it into a 

shapeless mass, and struc k his body in such a 

way as to cut it diagonally in twain. 

Undertakers Wyly & Barelay were notified, 
‘and the body was reinoved to their undertaking 
establishment. Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of 
Fulton county, was summoned, and proceeded 
to investigate the case. 

Harrison was about thirty-seven years of age, 
and had beenin the employ of the Central 
Railroad company for about five years. He 
was formerly a yard conductor, but has been 
coupling for the last few months. He was 
born in Hall county, and yan as a conductor on 
the Air-Line for six or seven years. 

Five months ago he married a most estimab} 
young lady. They lived near the corner vs 
Hulsey and Rhodes streets. The young wife 
was heartbroken when she heard of the sad 
catastrophe that leaves her a widow when her 
wedded life had searce begun. 

Harrison’s companions, of the day crew, 
were deeply affected by his death, as he was a 
good railroad man, and a cheerful and gener- 
ous comrade. 

THE INQUEST. 

Atio’clock the jury was summoned and 
met at Wyly & Barclay’s ofiice, and began to 
investigate the case. 

At 7 o'clock the jury again met in the 
recorder’s court room and began examining the 
witnesses. 

A man who knew Harrison well, said that 
Harrison had been talking to him yesterday 
morning, and remarked that he hada strange 
dream the night before. 

He dreamed that his foot slipped on the 
track, and a car ran over him and cut him all 
to pieces. Harrison said that he was 
in dread all day, and feared that his dream 
was an evil omen of impending danger. 

Engineer J. . Hancock, one of the oldest 
engineers connec ote d with the company, @ Inan 
— ohas been with the road for thirty-seven 
years; was the first witness. He was engineer 
ae the train that killed Harrison, and he teld 
the same story as appears above. He saw 
Harrison when he changed the switch, as the 
train crossed Mitchell - street crossing. He 
never saw Harrison any more, and all he 
knew of his death was that he saw blood on 
one of the freight car wheels, against which 
the passenger coaches were shoved. 

He teStitied that Harrison was under 
the influence of whisky in the morning 
and in his opinion Harrison’s death was caused 
by his own conduct. 

ae CONDUCTOR’S STORY. 
R. G. Woodruff, conductor of the train, next 
‘told his story of the killing of Harrison. He 
could give no explanation of the accident. He 
was on the fos! wary about three car lengths 
from Harrison, when the latter was killed. 

He said that Harrison was drinking while at 
work yesterday morning, and he reported the 
matter to Yardmaster Howe, who told him to 
tell Harrison to go away until he got sober. 
Harrison left off work for a short while but 
came back and in the afternoon appeared 
perfectly sober and went to work as usual. 

It appeared that Harrison had attempted to 
pass between the mail coach and the freight 
car, missed his footing and fell under the 
wheels. 

Other testimony was brought out, but none 
of the crew could tell any more about the mat- 
ter. The coupling pin lying by his side made 
it appear asifhe had attempted to make the 
coupling between the passenger ceach and the 
freight cars, and slipped and fell under the 
car wheels. 

The coroner’s jury adjourned until 12 o’clock 
today.
